He 
perceives ne necessity, at present for the 
transportation of flour and similar articles 
from one port of the Chesapeake and its 
waters, to another port on the waters of the 
same bay; or from any port whatever to 
ports in the Chesapeake, Delaware or Hud- 
son, orto other places which export such 
articles. Andin order to prevent the in- 
convenience which the want of a sufficient 
supply might occasion in some states, he 
has written a letter to the Governors of 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, South 
Carolina, Georgia, and “Orleans, copy of 
Which is, by his or der, inclosed for your 
information. 

In order that he also may be enabled to 
judge of the manner in which the law and 
his instructions are earried into effect, you 
will be pleased to transmit weekly to this 
cepartment, a statement of the vessels la- 
den with articles of domestic produce, which 
shall have departed from the district during 
the week, shewing the species and quanti- 
ties ofurticles and the port of destination. 
Vessels not masted, or decked packets, 
and ferry boats, vessels which give no 
bonds, and those employed in carrying 
fire wood, mauure, stones, and similar arti- 
cles, need not to be inserted in the state- 
ment.

We shall just remark Upon the above 
passage of the President’s amendment, that 
it goes directly to assert that neutral bot- 
tons mate neucral cargoes } and thercfore, 
on our part, to exclude from this treaty, our 
saaintenance of the ancient maritime law 
«f Europe, which gives belligerents the 
tights to search neutrals for enemy’s pro- 
perty. Though this is the most strikin 
change produced by Mr. Jefferson, ina 
treaty which was already signed and sealed, 
vetihere are others of no less moment: 
but this would have been, of itschf, suffi- 
cient to annul any treaty whatever in which 
Creat Britain bore a part, that the other 
contracting party would suffer no mention 
to be nyade of a point in which our vital in- 
terests are so essentially concerned as in 
the tight of search. 

The President having thus acted the 
part of a super-Plenipotentiary, and altered 
to his mind a treaty which was already 
signed by the poor subordinate plenipoten- 
Maries, does not appear te have thought 

_his own ratification of Lis own act sufficient, 
» and therefore remits the instrument to 
England ; and the sententious wanner in 
which Mr. Canning dismisses the thus mu- 
tilated dced, in a note of the 22d of Oct. 
will, we have no doubt give rise toa_vari- 
cty of epininns. Every onc, however, will 
we think, allow, that Mr. Jeferson’s blot- 
ting outour assertion of the right of search- 
ing for hostile property would have been 
fatal to it: and farther, it will be learned 
with surprize, that this very treaty omits 
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for the present and leaves for future dis- 
cussion, thuse very points wpon which A- 
merica and England were at that very 
time most materially differing: and the 
reason assigned for such omission is, that 
they could come to no amicable adjustment 
of them: sothat even if Mr. Jefferson had 
not monopolized in his own person, the 
duties of King, Minister, and Plenipoten- 
tiary; if he had even ratified the treaty 
without alteration, still the present state of 
things between England and America must 
inevitably have ensued, because that treaty 
contains no provision calculated to prevent 
it. 

Our readers are aware, that the points a- 
bove alluded to which the treaty omits are, 
the question of searching merchantmen 
for deserters, and the mode of commercial 
intercourse to be adopted between America 
and our W. India islands; on neither of 
which the treaty proposes any settlement 
whatever. But though, in our opinion, 
it could on these accounts, even if ratified, 
have done but little good, yet still the man- 
ner in which the foreign secretary breaks 
off all farther negotiations upon it will, we 
doubt not, create a considerable diversity 
of opinion as to the propriety of the meas- 
ure. In fact, we think neither mimistry 
nor opposition are very happy in the selec- 
tion of those reasons, which they alledge 
as the motives of action. There, for exam-

ces been carried into execution:” that is, 
lord Howick really avers that the decree 
was enforced as soon as it could possibly’ 
be known throughout France; for it was 
issued at Berlin the 21st of Nov. and his 
lordship attests the knowledge of the exe- 
cution of it six weeks after. 


These are the principal topics of debate 
between ministers and their opponents on 
the entangled politics of this country, and 
America.

Revolution in Spain, 


The following particulars of the affairs 
/ of Spain, have been receiyed at Boston in 
ia letter from Alicant, dated 27th March. 


* On the 27th inst. the rumour being spread at 
Aranjuez, that the king and Royal family were 
making preparations to set out for Cadiz, thereto 
embark on board the English squadron, it caused a 
(great fermentation among the people, At 11 
o'clock at night, about 4000 peasarts from the 
neighbourhood, made their appearance, surround. 
ed the palace and insisted on seeing their Majes- 
ties, who were of course under the necessity of 
showing themselves at the balcony. The Prince 
of Peace, who had already placed a great vrumber 
of coaches.and post horses along the road, toox 
this opportunity of telling their Majesties that 
their lives werein dager and that no time must 
be lost in ‘making their escape The prince of 
Austuria (who has always been an enemy to the 
Prince of Peace) found means of iforming one 
of his guards what was going forward, desiring 
him to tell the rest, that if they would protect him, 
he was resolved not to quit the country and even to 
jump out of the carriage if taken by force. Every 
thing berg ready. orders were given to the Gardes 
du Corps to ¢isperse the populace, and even to fire 
upon them; msead of which, these troops went to 
the palace of the Prince of Peace, forced his guards 
and searched fr him withour success His w:fe 
was found aod trea ed with the greatest respect, as 
hemg a cousin to the King; she was placed ina 
carriage and dawn co the royal palace by the 
populace. Inthe meanwhile, Ma:quis Capaliero, 
mister of Gracia ad Justicia, took this oppor u- 
nity of informing the king, that atreepting to 
leave the cuntry would be vain ; that his majesty 
had nothing t» fearfrom the French troops (then 
at ILleagucs distance) and that the P,ince of Peace 
was a tran rio his country and king he coun- 
cil of Castile was assemtl d. and their advive was 
unanimously fo the same purpose—the king enen 
ised a prociamation withdrawing from the 


Prince of Peace the tile of generslisimo ard high 
adimiral; but thisdd not appease the people who 
continued to mssconthe Priace of Au-turia’s be- 
sit last, the hihg. finding 
other remedy, issued a proclamation 
on the 20., by which he resigns his crown to his 
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there was nA 
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son, who was accordingly proclaimed to the satis- 
faction of the whole nation. One «f the first 
sieps has been to confiscate all the property which 
the Prince ot Peace had usurped the nation, 
amounting to some hundred millions of dollars, 
(having appropriated to himself the whole prodace 
of the lands of the clergy, which have been sel!. 
ing for some years past) 22500 vales reales of 600 
dollars each have been found, amd an immense 
quantity of gold.

He had 
been in favour of all measures of defence 
which he considered necessary, but he had 
little reliance on frigates or other vessels. 

Mr. Smilie said if we wished to preserve 
peace we must keep our ships of war 
from the seas. If we had attempted to 
drive the British ships out of the Chesa- 
peake, we should have had war at once. 
Mr. S. was for keeping clear of the ocean. 

Mr. Pitkin (Con.) supported the bill. 
From what had been said this session, he 





conceived that the nation was supposed to 
bein some dangers of war. Else, why 
was an army ordered tobe raised? He 
wished some naval force to repel attacks on 
our sovercignty in our owa waters, and to 
protect our citizens from outrage and in- 
suit. Why are such sums appropriated 
every year to repair our vesscls, if they are 
to lic inthe docks and rot?
